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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1 1-26, drawn to a device for screen-process printing. 

Group II, claim(s) 27, drawn to a screen-process method. 

The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

Invention Group I requires a printing mechanism to be translatable along a plane 
orthogonal to the supporting surface and parallel to the longitudinal axis and a mechanism for 
generating coordinated motions of the printing mechanism and squeegee holder. This structural 
requirement is not at all required by invention Group II. 

Invention Group II requires reading in a surface contour of an item to be imprinted and 
aligning a printing mechanism such that a screen frame is maintained tangential to the item to be 
imprinted at all times during a printing motion of a squeegee. There is no such requirement by 
invention Group I. 
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Accordingly, as shown above, invention Group I and invention Group II do not share the 
same or corresponding special technical features as required and do not relate to a single 
inventive concept. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and/or examination burden if restriction were not required because at least the 
following reason(s) apply: 

The inventions require a different field of search (for example, search different 
classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include 
(i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37
